If war materials are omitted from the export lists, as 
they certainly ought to be, it is impossible to prove any 
ne reuse in our export trade as a result of the Trade Agree­ 
ments. More over, it is a sad fact that much of what ex­ 
torts we have made have been paid for, not by the foreign 
Icipients, but by the American taxpayers— as witness the 
ntire I ^*nd Lease enterprise. 
Mr Page is, of course, entitled to whatever opinion
